Ferrero Thinks

Sure To Last Two Years

Noted Italian Historian Fears Hatred Stirred by
Conflict Will Lead to Destcuction of Germany,

Who Will Drag Eur

(By Guglielmo Ferrero, the eminent
historlan.)

At the time the Euronean war broke
out the majority of the people thought
that the upheaval was too big to last
long. “In three months,” jt was stat-
ed, "war will be over, for the shinple
reason that It can not last longer.”
It was owing to this belief that the
fear caused by the war to all of us
wns allayed.

More than three months have elaps-
ed and today even the most optimistic
must admit that we are culy at the
beginning of the very beginning. The
rapid invasion of France, which seem-
ed tp be the Germans' plan, has been
checked. But after three months of
fighting nelther side succeeds In re-
pulsing the adversary.

Likewise on the Russian border and
on the borders of the two German
empires Germans and RHussians, Rus-
slans and Austrians have fought for
two months. It is now the one and
now the other that advance, but
neither seems able to make a deelsive
step forward. ;

Yar Then and Now.

How far away back the heroic times
are when the ldpgest campaign last-
ed only two months, and the times
when the armles came face to face,
felt each other with a few gunshots,
aiod away v e diisck thai decided
the day! They went at each other on
horseback or on foot, with the sword,
the lance or the bayonet, and from
dawn to sunset they fought for a de-
cislve result.

Would the heroes of the empire and
of the revolution do the same today?
What would Kellerman, or Desaix, or
Maurat, or Ney do? Today thj battle
flelds appear empty. Trenches follow
trenches as far as the eye can reach,
on plains or hills, for hundreds of
miles. Now and then a rising column
of smoke betrays the guns, vomiting
their shells, and back of the gumns
soms men crawling raplily away.

The days go by, the guns continue
to roar, and the men .umain hidden
in thelr trencehs, suffering from cold
and hunger, mowed down by diseases
more than by fire, without knowing
what they are doing, what Is hap-
pening, small particles of an immense
and incomprehensible whole. :

Some 20 years ago there flourished
jn Europe a school which thought and
taught that the deadliness of modern
weapons and the sizes of the armies
would make war impossible—or very
short. The most famous of these
writers was Block, the Russlan bank-
er, whose book, it was at the time
sald, persuaded the Czar to Invite the
Buropean nations to The Hague con-
gress in grdor to reach an understand.
ing on the question of disarmam >nt.

This theory was undoubtedly wrong
if the word “Impossible” was taken in
its precise meaning. Unfortunately,
the facts have proved that in the year

of our Lord 1914 it Is not Impossible
for a maddened government to de-
clare not one but several wars in a
few days, to compel the largest na-
tions of Kurope to call under the col-
ors every able man and send them to
externiingte each other with rifles and

The methods wherewith the Ger-
mens are conducting the war opera-
tions, the continuons violation of In-
ternationnl treaties, the destruction
of citles and villages, the levy of war
tributes have maddened the Allics.

Bitter Hatred Biirred,

This sentiment fa too human for us
to wonder at the complele way it fills
the heart of Frenchmen and English-
men alike. And while this. hitter
hatred inflames the souls of the Al-
lles, it looks as If Germany was going
her utmost to Increaso:the provoca-
tion, as if her mind were filled with a
craving for destruction.

Let ns not decelve ourselves. If
this war continues a month or two
longer, with inecreasid bitterness,
¥rance and England will exact the
complete destruction. of the German
empire; they will not permit even ite
memory to survive. It Is easy, then,
to predict the future awaiting Europe
